Perez swerved in reaction to the 
other car, lost control, and hit a 
tree. 

Two of the girls’ heads went 
through the windshicld, causing 
facial cuts. 

Perez sustained multiple fractures 
of the left arm. 

Sawyer had a broken ankle, 
possible broken ribs, and other 
injuries. She was taken to 
Winchester Hospital and trans- 
ferred to Beth Israel in Boston. 


Selectmen come 
back at McCoy

In some strong statements, 
members of his own board 
reprimanded Selectman Michael 
McCoy for "innuendos" he tried to 
make against the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority (WRA) 
at their meeting Tuesday night. 

"I caution you, Michael, not to 
use this (meeting) as a forum to 
attack people," Chairman Robert 
Cain said at one point, adding, "this 
is the last time I'll allow accusations 
to go this fi 

McCoy accused the WRA of 
"taking a beating on the sale of 
industrial land," citing two or three 
specific Jewell Drive sales before 
being stopped by Cain, who praised 
authority members for "a job well 
done."When McCoy persisted in 
asking questions about the Jewell 
Drive developer and the reported 
loss of revenue relating to those 
properties, Cain corrected him, 
saying his questions were, in 
reality, innuendos against the 
WRA. 

Jim Stewart told McCoy the 
proper route was to bring his 
questions to the redevelopment 
authority in person. 

"If you have a problem with the 
redevelopment authority, you 
should have insisted to the town 
manager they be here tonight 
that’s how problems in this town 
should be solved,” he explained. 

Bob Doucette took exception to 
the list of facts and figures 
mentioned by McCoy saying "This 


has no meaning whatsoever to me.” 
When McCoy, at one point, 
questioned three plus acres sold to 
Altron for $30,000, Doucette 
reiterated there were other 
“conditions” (wetlands) affecting 
the property which should be taken 
into consideration in any 
discussion. He, too, felt McCoy 
should go directly to the WRA to 
get the complete picture. 

WRA member Vaughn Surpre- 
nant, who was present at the 
meeting, said his board would be 
glad to go over the Jewell Drive bid 
process “in depth" at their next 
meeting. He said selectmen will be 
invited to a joint meeting with his 
board June Il. The main topic of 
discussion at that meeting will,be 
the town center project, he said. 

In correspondence with the state 
DPW, the town was asked to place 
a feasibility study of town center on 
hold to allow for a meeting between 
George Joseph and town officals 
early in June. 
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Special permit issued to ice arena 


A special permit was granted 
Tuesday, unanimously, by the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals to 
the Ristuccia Exposition Center, 
authorizing accessory uses for the 
building and property off Main 
Street and near the Wilmington 
Plaza. 

The rink may be used for one 
year for trade shows, antique car 
shows, expositions, sports clinics, 
hockey camps, training seminars 
and such activities. The one year 
permit, however is nota license. 

‘According to the decision of the 
Board of Appeals, the Center must 
obtain a license from the Board of 
Selectmen for any activity to take 
Part at the center. It must also 
conform to regulations drawn up 
by the chief of police, the chief of 


the fire department and the 
‘superintendent of the department of 
public works, relative to parking 
and operation of the center. (These 
regulations are printed as a letter to 
the town manager in this paper.) 

The hearing took over 40 
minutes. Many of those present 
were neighbors, but many others 
came from a long distance in 
Wilmington. At times there were as 
many as 50 persons crowded in 
front of the table in the hearing 
room of the town hall. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald read 
the proposed regulations to those 
present, and told those present that 
the board of appeals does not grant 
licenses. That he said, is the duty of 
the board of selectmen. 


Opponents vow 
to stop condos 


The news that developer Jay 
Tighe is planning to build some 400 
condos on 38 acres of the Chisholm 
farm has met with significant 
opposition, 

After a weekend of activity with 
petitions being circulated, oppo- 
nents of the project met with 
selectmen Tuesday night vowing to 
stop the proposed development 

Dennis Volpe of Reed Street 
lashed out at "profiteers” operating 
under Chapter 774, in "an era 
which will reap substantial rewards 
for the few at the expense of 
many.” 

Volpe presented a petition with 
600 signatures, objecting’ to the 
proposed development on nine 
points, beginning with the high 
number of units. 

Chairman Bob Cain said the pro- 
posal had not yet come before the 
board, but "we will work closely 
with you.” 

Dan Gillis of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority said his board 
had not yet been approached, but 
that the developer for another 774 
project had been before them. 

“I told them to take the pistol out 
of the holster and throw it in the 
corner, because they're not scaring 
me," Gillis said. 

"We voted no, we (the housing 
authority) won't tear the town 
apart, and we set the example, with 
scattered sites.” 

Selectmen Jim Stewart said that 
he was dead set against any 
proposal that circumvents the 
zoning process of the town. 

With such a proposal, he said, the 
chances of a friendly atmosphere

are almost impossible. 

Some programs under 774, 
‘Stewart said, set aside units for only 
ten years, and then the developer 
can sell them. 

The Affordable Housing Task 
Force, he said, was set up to address 
the housing issue in a manner con- 
sistent with the zoning laws. 

*A developer recently approached 
him with a proposal. If his 22-lot 
subdivision could be expanded to 
25 lots, two of the homes would be 
made available to the housing 
authority at a low price. 

Gillis briefly touched on the issue 
of dumping which has taken place 
on the site of the proposed condos. 
He said that he had seen cages, junk 
and wood piled on the land. 

‘Complaints have been filed with 
the Wilmington Board of Health 
regargding alleged dumping 
violations on the property. 

Selectmen unanimously agreed to 
set up a meeting with EOCD (state 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development) to discuss the 
town's progress in developing low- 
cost housing, and the possibilities of 
blocking the 774 development.

The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment and the Wilmington Police 
Association will be holding a 
ceremony to dedicate a memorial 
stone in honor of all deceased 
police officers who have served the 
Town of Wilmington, 

The dedication will be held at the 
Wilmington Police Station on 
Saturday, May 30 at 10 a.m. 

The public is welcome to attend 
the ceremony. 
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A suggestion made by Neil 
Buckley, a member of the board of 
appeals, was that the special permit 
be limited to one year. After that he 
suggested that the town review the 
situation, before granting another 
permit. 

Leo Barry, one of the spectators, 
said that without the letter "We 
would have a bad condition.” Then 
he asked "How can they improve 
ia” 

Joe Colbert was another who 
commented on the proposed 
regulations. "Why not three 
months?" asked Colbert. "Why not 
six months" Why a whole year?" 
Colbert spoke of problems with 
out-of-town motorists parking in 
front of his home. 

Joe McMenimen of the board of 
appeals spoke up to defend the one 
year idea. "If the functions do not 
g0 off in an orderly manner then I 
recommend you descend on the 
elected officials” McMenimen said. 

Al Reidy of Shawsheen Avenue 
spoke of uses the town can have 
with thé rink. “If the town can 
provide the liability insurance” 
Reidy: said, "then the rink can 
provide free time for the kids.” 

The police chief, fire chief and 
superintendent of the DPW 
reviewed the case and offered the 
following comments and recom- 
mendations in a letter: 

1, That for all events where a 
large attendance is anticipated, that 
the three departments be given 


sufficient advance notificaiton so 
that proper planning can be made to 
minimize the effects upon public 
safety and inconveniences to area 
residents and businesses. 


2. That sufficient police 
personnel be hired by the 
Exposition Center or the 


organization holding the event, to 
provide for not only the directing 
of traffic and security at the Center; 
but also, to insure that vehicles are 
not parked illegally on residential 
Streets or at other businesses in the 
area. 

3. That the Board of Selectmen 
adopt a special parking regulation 
prohibiting parking on all 
residential streets in the area and 
establishing these areas as tow 
zones. 

4. That the Exposition Center use 
portable programmable advisory 
Signs at strategic locations to aid 
vehicular traffic in locating the 
center. 

5. That they utilize portable 
programmable signs to indicate 
areas for additional parking 

6. That when a major event is 
planned, the various available 
parking fots throughout the town be 
utilized; and, that a shuttle bus be 
used to transport attendees from the 
alternative parking areas to the 
Exposition Center. 

7. That the sale of tickets to events 
be carefully monitored so that the 
legal occupancy permit is not 
violated. 


Cranberry estates 
hearing continued

In continued hearings on Jay 
Tighe's Cranberry Estates last 
Wednesday, Wilmington Conserva- 
tion Commission members agreed 
three to two to continue the 
hearings further rather than issue 
an Order of Conditions within 21 
days. It was felt this would give 
members time to hire a consultant 
to make sure the “enormous” 
amount of filling of wetlands and a 
flood plain zone would not 
adversely impact the Ipswich 
River. The motion to continue was 
made by Joan Sadowski. 

Discussion centered on altering 
wetlands and a flood plain and 
providing compensatory storage 
for four single family wellings on 
Blanchard Road and three single 
family dwellings on Shawsheen 
Avenue. By law, if a developer fills 
a flood plain in Wilmington, he has 
to provide compensating flood 
storage first. 

According to engineers Douglas 
Miller and Mary Trudeau, most of 
the filling would take place on lot 
four on Blanchard Road. Tighe has 
to build a septic system on that lot

and comply with Title V regula- 
tions, Miller told commission 
members if the lot doesn't pass 
Title V, there would be no house 
built on that lot. 

When one neighbor asked why 
the developer is allowed to fill ina 
flood zone, he was told that under 
town bylaws this is allowed with a 
special permit from the board of 
appeals. Four to five years ago this 
‘was not the case. However, when 
the zoning bylaws were revised, 
this regulation, for some reason, 
was left out, 

When another resident asked if 
the water from the area would flow 
to existing lots, Tom Roussel 
assured those present, "it should not 
and-must fdt affect “any neigh- 
boring property" or else abutters 
could file a claim against the 
developer. 

Barry Mulholland, whose prop- 
erty abuts the beginning of the bog 
where flood storage compensation 
is planned, asked for something in 
writing saying his land would not 
be adversely affected. Joe Guzzo 
said the engineer's stamp gives that 
assurance,

Superintendent's hat one of many 
for Tech's Charlie Lyons 


explains Lyons of his ability to

Charles Lyons tells the story of a 

conversation he has with Governor 
Michael Dukakis, a conversation 
which reveals much about Lyons 
imself. 
‘The governor looks at me and 
says, ‘Charlie, who are you 
representing today?’ I look at him 
and say, 'Mike, I represent the 
public.” 

Charles Lyons is a multi-faceted 
man who claims membership in any 
number of powerful state agencies. 
His most recent coup was edging 
out some impressive competition to 
attain the position of Superinten- 
denuDirector of the Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School. 
Almost four months later, a relaxed 
Lyons is at home in the job vacated 
by former Supt. Benjamin Wolk. 

“It’s been a good three or four 
months," Lyons says with an air of 
confidence. We are in his panelled 
office trying to squeeze as much as 
we can into an hour interview 
which, needless to say, extends into 
this busy man’s lunch hour. 

During the hour, Lyons covers 
everything from the quality of 
instruction at the school to the 
superintendent's role, which he 
feels has changed considerably in 
the past few years. 

The superintendent's primary 
role, he explains, is to provide 
teachers and students with the 
necessary resources and tools to get 
the job done, But lately Lyons feels 
the superintendent has had to 
concentrate on selling the school 
and the success of the institution to 
the five member towns in order to 
appropriate funds. 

Lyons explains the Tech has been 
the “orphan” of Prop 21/2 because 
of constraints at the local level and 
no increase in state aid. He is 
working now, he adds, to raise the 
level of the state's financial 
commitment through Senate Bill 
271, a bill which has the support of 
the Massachusetts Teachers Asso- 
ciation and state legislators. Since 
he is a strong vocational school 
advocate, it's not surprising Lyons 
had a hand in this piece of 
legislation. 

Lyons feels the superintendent's 
role will become “critical” in the 
near future as administrators try to 
maximize career offerings and 
tackle declining enrollment. He also 
predicts there will be a serious 
teacher shortage in the next five 
years and he feels he will have to 
“do some creative things to attract 
and keep teachers.” 

There is pride evident in every 
word as the new superintendent 
talks about the school itself. For 
instance, Lyons maintains "the 
school is a drawing card because of 
the quality and breadth of instruc- 
tion the youngsters get." He says 
proof of that quality is found in the 
large number of scholarships being 
awarded to graduates this year. He 
is proud of the 97 percent 
placement rate and the follow up 
record of the guidance department. 
He praises his "superb" administra- 


tive staff, He tries to encourage his 
staff to speak out and suggest ways 
to solve problems rather than sit 
back and i 

Though he's only been Superin- 
tendenvDirector for a short time, 
there are already some exciting 
things happening at the Tech. 

A new part time public relations 
person has been hired to take care 
of publicity and keep the school in 
the public eye. There are plans to 
begin a four year program to 
update text books and to expand 
science offerings at the school next 
year. The REVAMP program, to 
retrain adults in technical areas and 
improve basic skills, will get 
underway this summer. The Tech is 
the first school in the state to 
acquire full state support for this 
eight week program. 

“There's no reason to mothball an 
institution that has such an excellent 
track record with the kids,” says 
Lyons of the push to get such an 
adult education program under- 
way. Besides challenging the staff 
and helping adults in member 
communities, the REVAMP pro- 
gram is also seen as a way to create 
closer ties with local industries. 

The new Health Education Task 
Force was established to look at 
problems facing today's teenagers. 
Everything from drugs to depres- 
sion will be addressed in a "com- 
prehensive manner” by the task 
force, which will include represen- 
tatives from the school as well as 
from the clergy, medical pro- 
fession, and met communities. 

"Education is the best way to get 
kids out of the marketplace,” says 
Lyons, explaining health problems 
have to be dealt with as part of the 
curriculum, 

"Kids are exploring themselves 
and their environment and they're 
going to make mistakes. We 
provide the education to make sure 
they understand the ramifications 
of their decisions.” 

Also new this year is a 
Curriculum Review Counsel made 
up of teachers and other staff 
members, school committee mem- 
bers, and representatives of the 
business community. 

“Overall, we are doing things ina 
comprehensive way and not on a 
crisis by crisis basis,” sums up 
Lyons. 

Perhaps one of the reasons why so 
many changes have occurred in 
such a short time is Lyons’ ability 
to see "big picture realities” and 
take a long term view of the school. 
Though he admits he tends “to run 
over people"in putting forth his 
ideas and people sometimes view 
him as “insensitive” because of this 
trait, Lyons has a pretty good 
record of delegating work and 
accomplishing what he sets out to 
do. He also has a background 
which can only be described as 
impressive. 

For instance, Lyons was elected 
to the school committee in his home 
town of Arlington while he was in 
college and has been a member of 
the Arlington Board of Selectmen

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Sewer commissioners to Tighe: 
Just bring your checkbook’ 


The news for Jay Tighe and his 
associates, the Chestnut Builders, 
last Thursday was both good and 
bad. About 22 residents of the 
Hopkins Street area were present to 
hear him discuss the proposed 
sewer mains for three or four 
hundred condominiums on 38 
acres, formerly part of the 
Chisholm mink farm. 

Tighe plans to build under a 
“comprehensive” permit, a means 
of bypassing regular zoning and 
building laws. 

The planning consultant for the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners has new plans for 
the Shawsheen Avenue - Hopkins 
‘Street area, plans which are not yet 
complete. It will now be possible to 
construct a sewer down Lake Street 
to the junction of Grove Avenue 
and Lake Street. 

Five years ago a sewer main 
would have had to be constructed 
down Shawsheen Avenue to 
Sherburn Place, before being able 
to cross under the railroad tracks. 

It was chairman George Allan 


who imparted that information. 
Water Superintendent Paul Duggan 
added that there is a 10 inch 
available connection to the sewer at 
the corner of Grove Avenue and 
Lake Street. Tighe, he said, should 
lose no time in effecting a 
connection, because a new bridge is 
being over the railroad. If the 
work is not done in the near future, 
there will probably be a four or 
five year wait before a connection 
can be made, 

‘That was the good news. 

Chairman George Allan, who is 
professionally a sewer construction 
engineer, also imparted the bad 
news. He had been inspecting the 
preliminary plans being prepared 
by the consultant, and had been 
noting the grades between Hopkins 
Street and the Shawsheen River, 
where Tighe plans to build. 

Only about half the area can be 
drained by a sewer from Hopkins 
Sweet, Allen said. The other half 
would have to be drained by a 
sewer which will cross Shawsheen 
‘Avenue near the river, and pass by

Program teaches _ 
defense against drugs 


One of the greatest fears for 
parents today is the possibility of 
children becoming involved with 
drugs. 

The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment has initiated a program called 
DARE, for Drug Awareness Resis- 
tance Education. The program is 
designed for students who are about 
to enter junior high school, to give 
them the tools to resist efforts to get 
them to use drugs. 

Juvenile Officer Robert Spencer 
heard about the program, and 
requested permission to study it. He 
travelled to Los Angeles in March. 

Spencer is now conducting a pilot 
program at the Woburn Street 
School, giving 45-minute lessons 
‘once a week in each classroom, 

The DARE program utilizes a 
uniformed police officer who 
works in conjunction with the 
school system. The program is 
presented as a health course, and 
does not break into other classroom 
time. 

The areas covered in the program 
include the consequences of using 
vs. not using, self-esteem, 
resistance techniques, ways to say 
no, influences, pressures and 
media. The program utilizes role 
playing in the various subjects by 
students to illustrate and better 
understand the lessons. 

The program originated at the 
request of Chief Darryl Gates of 
the Los Angeles Police Dept. It was 


written by the LA Unified School 
District, to be taught by police 
officers. 

California studies on the program 
show that the DARE program 
increases students’ understanding 
and awareness in the areas studied. 

In July, the Educational Develop- 
ment Corp. will train 35 Massachu- 
setts police offiers to conduct the 
program. Officer Spencer has been 
asked to be one of the instructors 
for this program.

Commissioner Arthur Smith 
remarked that there would be 
nothing wrong with allowing Tighe 
to construct a sewer up Hopkins 
Street, under the professional 
guidance of their engineer.

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Tewksbury man finishes home-built helicopter 


by Bill Conlon 

Do-it-yourself projects may be 
fun, but few people would ever 
undertake the kind of project now 
being completed by Roger Wood of 
Tewksbury. 

Roger's do-it-yourself project, 
which’ has filled his garage for the 
last four years, has been the 
construction of a 152-horsepower, 
water-cooled, two-seat, full-sized 
helicopter. 

No kidding -- a helicopter. 

An experienced pilot of fixed 
wing aircraft, Roger said the prices 
were too steep for a factory-built 
chopper. So, he decided to build his 
own. 

The helicopter was not built from 
scratch, however. Roger said he 
bought the hovercraft as a "kit" 
from the Rotorway company, based 
in Chandler, Arizona, at a cost of 
some $27,000. He said the kit for 
the "Rotorway Executive" arrived 
in four truck shipments. 

Roger said the money for the kit 
came through sale of his plane, a 
TR-2 Grumman, After that, it 
became a long, drawn-out task of 
rivets and bolts, sheet metal and 


motor parts. In all, he said, the job 
has taken four years to complete. 

Roger's wife, Edie, joked that the 
family car has never been parked in 
the garage since their Marston 
Street house was bought. 

Roger's next move is to visit 
Chandler, Arizona, for a test flight 
in a Rotorway Exec. The Federal 
Aviation Administration requires 
that pilots take a "check-ride" with 
another pilot, experienced with that 
particular model, before flying 
solo. 

The helicopter is a jet-black 
two-seater with a water-cooled 
Rotorway engine, "about the same 
size as a Porsche engine,” Roger 
said. The engine has been given five 
hours of testing, he noted. The craft 
will have a 200 mile range and uses 
premium unleaded gasoline instead 
of expensive aviation "avgas.” 

“I've always liked helicopters,” 
Roger said in that unique, soft- 
spoken tone known only among 
veteran pilots, "and I couldn't 
afford to buy one." 

So, he just went and built his own. 

How's that for a do-it-yourself 
project?

Beckwith, Buell, and Miceli all gave the thumbs down on 
last weeks hasty legslative pay raise. Unfortunately, they 
were not in the majority, as the 36 percent pay raise was 
successful in both the House and Senate.The pay raise bill, 
which has gained more attention of late than any other 
matter on Beacon Hill, will go down in history as a classic 
example of legislative arrogance. 

Legislators’ salaries were a respectable $30,000 
annually. This held true for both reps. and senators. With 
a 36 percent pay raise, these salaries will increase to 
$40,999. And what has created even more controversy 
than the exorbitant pay raise itself, is the fact that the bill 
was passed with an emergency preamble attached, 

Emergency preambles are more appropriately used for 
emergencies, But apparently there were a lot of pols on 
Beacon Hill who had attended the recent New England 
Boat Show, and decided they had an emergency need for a 
raise, and a hefty one at that. More practically, the 
preamble prevents any referendum question from 
immedately suspending the pay raises. 

As one can expect, the first person to blow a gasket over 
this whole affair was WRKO Radio Talk Master Jerry 
Williams. Williams has been joined by Republican Party 
Chair Ray Shamie in a new referendum drive to repeal the 
36 percent raises on Beacon Hill. They will require 25,263 
signatures in this effort, and as long as they stay away from 
Greg Hyatt, they shouldn't have much of a problem. Had 
there been no emergency preamble attached to the bill, the 
necessary signatures would have suspended the raises 
pending the referendum vote in November of 1988. 
Unfortunately, the raises will now go into effect 
immediatly, and even worse, retroactively to January. 

Talk about a really good deal. You vote yourself an 
immediate 36 percent pay raise, make it retroactive to 
January, and then you tell everybody and your mother how 
much you deserve it. Well, chances are the pols on Beacon 
Hill are going to be putting in fewer forty hour weeks this 
summer than either you or I. And fate would have it that 
their old salary of $30,000 was already above what a good 
many of us take home from work each year. 

So if any of the above has not already made you angry 
enough, here is one last scoop of the pay raise bill, Future 
legislative pay raises have now been tied to state 
employees’ raises. Now that's a terrific plan for fiscal 
responsibility, when you consider that state worker 
contracts require approval by the Legislature. None of 
this is going to do very much to save your tax dollars, and 
keep state personnel pay at reasonable levels. 

With very little pomp and circumstance, Governor 
Dukakis, who managed to pop back in the state for a few 
days, signed the bill into law; which also gives him a 
$10,000 raise. Meanwhile, Kitty is arranging for direct 
deposit to an account in Des Moines. That's probably the 
funniest part of the pay raise bill. Here is a governor who 
is now on the job only part time, and he gets a big, fat raise.

Under prodding by State Rep. 
James Miceli (D-Wilmington), the 
State Department of Public Works 
has decided to cut through a 
stalemate between two railroads as 
well as the M.B.T.A. and repair the 
Butters Row Bridge itself.

The $10.9 billion dollar budget - 
balanced by the House without the 
need for additional taxes or fees-- 
is awaiting action in the Senate. 

“The two items I was able to add 
to the budget are for projects of 
great importance to our community 
and our area,” Miceli said.

More taxpayers than ever — 
including some not-so-wealthy — 
will be subject to the alternative 
minimum tax under the new tax 
law.

As tax rates go down, it takes less 
to trigger the A.M.T. If your tax 
preference items amount to 83.3 
percent of your regular taxable 
income, expect to pay higher this 
year. And next year, it will take just 
33 percent of income in tax 
preference items to reach that 
stage. 

The major tax preference item, 
the capital gains exclusion, 
disappears this year, but new 
preferences come in: the consumer 
interest you can deduct, the 
appreciation over cost on charitable 
gifts, even what you borrow on 
your house unless the money \goes 
to “substantial rehabilitation.”

JERRETT’s 
AUTO BODY 
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by Bill Conlon 

Two weeks ago, while writing 
about those wonderful worms and 
where to get them, I signed off with 
a mention of how to obtain the 
guaranteed best live bait ever, 

Well, here we go. 

In the abstracts of the Mass. fish 
and game laws is a set of rules that 
hardly anyone uses. The mini- 
minum legal lengths for bass and 
pickerel are widely known, but few 
folks read the section titled "bait." 

Do jt. Those rules, which cover 
the capture of both frogs and 
minnows, are well worth reading. 
Properly used, they allow you to 
catch and use an outrageous bait: 
the humble pond shiner, 

Yup, pond shiners, Those tiny 
fish you chased in the shallows as a 
tad are now well worth chasing 
again. Pond shiners are deadly bait. 

First of all, and perhaps best of 
all, they're natives. The fact that 
pond shiners live in the water you 
plan to fish makes them even more 
effective than store-bought shiners 
used for ice fishing. Bass, pickerel, 
crappie, trout and all other game- 
fish eat pond shiners all day long. 
It’s their bread and butter. 

Fish may pause to look over a 
redfin or an Arkansas shiner, but 
they'll blast a pond shiner out of the 
water on sight, without hesitation. 

Catching pond shiners, though, is 
not the cake walk it looks like, Not 
only is catching them tough, as you 
might have learned as a kid, but it 
makes you look silly as well. 

‘The abstract lists the sizes allowed . 
on nets and minnow traps. Both 
methods have benefits, but certain 
litte tricks will make the job easier. 

(Boy, I'm just giving away all my 
secrets today, aren't 1? Well, not 
quite ...) 

To use a net, the best way I've 
found is to spread the net on the + 
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bottom, lay it flat, then cover the 
edges with a bit of sand to make it 
blend in. Ponds shiners stay close 
to the bottom, making it almost 
impossible to throw a net over 
them. If you can throw a net and 
make it work, go for it, but I've had 
better luck using a bottom net. 

Also, I've rigged the corners of 
my net with fishing line so that I 
can pull the edges up quickly, 
thereby trapping anything in the 
center, Once the net is spread, I 
have a partner wade along the 
shallows to drive the shiners, Once 
the school is inside the net, just 
“pull the trigger.” 

It may sound easy, but it ain't. 
Pond shiners are often spooky 
about swimming across the net. 

I've also found that pond shiners 
are leery about moving into deeper 
water -- and for good reason, too. 
They know what's out there 
waiting. However, this trait works 
against them if handled properly. 

As for minnow traps, I've found 
that burying the trap in the sand, 
until the opening is level with the 
bottom, works pretty well. 

1 also like to place bricks, sticks 
and other obstacles along a "V" 
path leading toward the trap. Pond 
shiners are skittish about leaving 
the bottom, and they try to avoid 
going near any obstructions for: 
fear of ambush. 

Once the school is near the trap, 
another trick which works is to 
kick up the sediments on bottom. 
Once blinded, they lose sight of the 
trap opening. Clever, eh? 

To fish with shiners, ty hooking 
them though the mouth, with a split 
shot on the line about a foot or two 
above the hook. Since pond shiners 
live near the bottom, it pays to fish 
them there. 

For what it's worth, I've never 
had a pond shiner die on the hook. 
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They're usually torn from the hook 
on the first cast. Unbelievable! 
Enjoy.

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Finding an answer for tennis elbow 


In 1974, Dr. Howard Richter, 
a middle-aged doctor from 
Lexington, took up tennis as a 
means of keeping in shape and 
for the sheer pleasure of the 
sport. He grew to love the game, 
and played it as often as his 
busy schedule would allow. 
Then the nightmare of every 
tennis lover struck: he 
developed an ailment known as 
tennis elbow. 

Tennis elbow sounds sin- 
nocuous enough, the kind of 
inconvenience that might stop 
you from playing the game 
from time to time, but never 
harmful enough to cause you to 
quit the game. But the reality is 
this: for those who love the 
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game of tennis and develop the 
ailment, it usually spells the end 
of their avocation. 

Until recently, that is. Dr. 
Richter, who received a BS in 
physics from Rutgers 
University and then his MD 
from Jefferson Medical College, 
in Philadelphia, was so 
determined to correct his tennis 
elbow problem that he invented 
a device that would help 
prevent the pain of tennis 
elbow. The invention, a simple 
brace which is applied to the 
upper portions of the forearm 
and biceps muscle, didn’t 
become a reality until long after 
Dr. Richter sought traditional

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“After I developed tennis 
elbow,” Dr. Richter says, “I 
tried non- steroidal, anti- 
inflammatory drugs, aspirin, 
cortisone injections, and all the 
marketed braces, and in 
combination, they produced 
mild, temporary relief.” 

But mild, temporary relief 
wasn’t what Dr. Richter 
wanted. He wanted complete 
relief that would allow him to 
continue to pursue his game of 
tennis when he wanted to play. 
“The disorder progressed,” he 
adds, indicating that the con- 
dition worsened to the point 
where he had to face a grim 
prospect. “I had to quit the 
game for a whole season in 
order to get ninety percent 
relief.”" 

Dr. Richter, who spent his 
internship and three-year 
medical residency at such 
prestigious hospitals as Beth 
Israel Hospital, Tufts New 
England Medical Center and 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, resumed his game of 
tennis a year later, but his 
passion for the sport was 
greatly diminished when the 
reality of his ailment hit home 
once again. ‘Tennis elbow was 
back,” he notes, pointing out 
that it was finally time for him 
to take matters into his own 
hands. “It was develop a device 
or quit forever. I loved the game 
too much to quit."” 

Tennis elbow is a common 
infliction. It develops slowly as 
inflammation of the tendons 
and ligaments around the elbow 
joint. What causes this in- 
flammation is the combination 
of two actions: twisting the 
forearm and the elbow 
ianbeoine 

Dr. Richter, a member Ut the 
American College of 
Physicians, the Massachusetts 
Society of Internal Medicine 
and the American Society of 
Internal Medicine, describes 
the consequences of not treating 
tennis elbow in simple terms: 
“It gets progressively worse. 
Since the cause is snapping the 
elbow forcefully into full ex- 
tension, either on a backhand 
shot or a good serve, preventing 
that motion can prevent tennis 
elbow. But it is easier said than 
done.”

But Lisa’s odyssey has had a 
far happier ending than that of

So I'd get at the end 
of a line of students passing 
through the streets so no one 
could see me tossing coins to the 
People.”

Dr. Richter’s invention — a 
revolutionary tennis elbow 
brace — is designed to prevent 
this snapping motion from 
occurring, thus reducing your 
chances of developing the 
ailment. He describes the 
device and how it is applied: 

“The device includes upper 
and lower inelastic, padded, 
woven armbands which en- 
circle the arm above and below 
the elbow and an inelastic strap 
connecting the armbands to 
control the distance between 
them and to limit the arm from

being extended fully. Hook and 
pile securing material permits 
the bands to be tightened ad- 
justably around the arm above 
the biceps and below the elbow. 
Liners are provided to prevent 
the skin from being squeezed by 
the loops.”” 

Dr. Richter continues: ‘The 
brace applies pressure below 
the elbow joint and to restrict 
the elbow from a straightening 
motion beyond a variable and 
pre-selected position. The brace 
hugs the arm tightly to prevent 
the elbow from extending inside 
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the brace, otherwise defeating 
the purpose of avoiding full 
sudden traumatizing ex- 
tension.”” 

Dr., Richter notes that the 
Jower band, as in all other 
available braces, helps to 
diminish the trauma of forearm 
rotation. He says, “This helps 
one of the two causes." The 
uniqueness of his devices — the 
strap between the braces on the 
upper and lower arm — prevent 
the elbow from snapping 
painfully into a full extension. 
“Thereby attacking the second 
cause,” he adds. 

Although Dr. Richter’s tennis 
elbow brace has been tested 
only on tennis players — with 
favorable results — his device 
may become useful to other 
athletes. “It would probably 
help racketball players, plat- 
form tennis players, baseball 
and softball players, football 
players and javelin throwers, 
but it has not been tested for any 
other sports previously,” he 
reveals. 

Dr. Richter warns that there 
are some people who should not 
use his brace. People who have 


this type of device as a cure-all. 
Among those who shouldn’t 
wear this brace are those who 
suffer from a torn muscle, 
arthritis of the elbow joint, 
muscle strain or sprain, 
bruised muscle, a fracture or 
bursitis of the elbow. 


Dr. Richter has considered 
marketing his tennis elbow 
brace with the help of en- 
dorsements from professional 
tennis players, but this avenue 
doesn't seem likely in the near 
future. ‘I've written and talked 
to the top twenty men and 
women in the game, all with 
recognizable names, but none is 
interested excent for one 


hundred K."" 

He admits, however, that 
even some of the pros could 
benefit from his brace. “Bobby 
Riggs needs one, but is using an 
inferior brand,” Dr. Richter 
acknowledges. 

Tennis elbow strikes most 
commonly after the age of 
forty. It is this age group which 
Dr. Richter is targeting, noting, 
“No one would use the brace 
until he or she got the disorder, 
and players under forty rarely 
get it.” 

Many tennis players develop 
the disorder over the age of 
forty as the result of incorrect 
training when they first pursue 
the game. Dr. Richter suggests 
that it is possible for beginner 
players to help prevent the 
disorder by seeking good 
training. 

He emphasizes that the brace 
is not a means to prevent the 
disorder. “Just to use after the 
disorder appears,” he says, 
adding, ‘and then to prevent 
progression of the condition and 
to prevent its pain where tennis 
elbow is already present.” 

Dr. Richter also points out 
that his brace does notinterfere 


are as a 


who suffer 
from tennis elbow, nor are there 
statistics on how many players 
drop out of the game as the 
result of the disorder. Dr. 
Richter believes his brace will 
have a definite impact on 
helping to keep players free of 
tennis elbow pain and at the 
game much longer. 

When you consider the ex- 
pense of treating tennis elbow, 
Dr. Richter reminds us of 
another buttom line benefit to 
using his tennis elbow brace: 
“It's cheaper than one visit to 
an orthopedist!"

Aquarium releases Whales 


John H. Prescott, Executive 
Director of the New England 
Aquarium has announced the 
upcoming release of the three 
pilot whale calves rescued from 
a mass pilot whale stranding 
last December. The three young 
whales are survivors of the 
mass stranding, in Eastham, 
Massachusetts, that involved 
approximately 60 animals. The 
calves were rehabilitated at the 
Aquarium's Animal Care 
Center, under the supervision of 
highly ‘trained biologists and 
marine mammal experts. 

The pilot whales were trucked 
to the New England Aquarium’s 
Animal Care Center, on 
December 4 and 5, 1986, where 
they received intensive care. 
Over the past five months, their 
condition has improved 
dramatically, such that all 
three animals are now eating on

A. — Since 1978, the VA has 
operated the Agent Orange Reg- 
istry Program for Vietnam vet- 
erans who are concerned about 
the possible health effects of 
Agent.

Veterans who 
participate in this program will 
receive a comprehensive physi- 
cal examination and be asked to 
complete a questionnaire about 
their service in Vietnam. Fol 
lowing the examination, the 
veteran will be advised of the 
results which are entered into 
the Agent Orange Registry.

Survival of Peregrine falcons 


The arrival of a single 
peregrine falcon egg on April 
12th in downtown Boston, was 
an exciting event for the 
biologists at the Natural 
Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program of the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 

“The event marked the first 
time in 36 years that a pair of 
endangered pel have 
nested in the state of 
Massachusetts. Excessive use 
of the pesticide DDT in the 
1950's and ’60's nearly drove the 
peregrine to extinction.

Because of this, the "Massachusetts Lions Eye Research Fund" was 
formed in October 1951 dedicating itself to funding research. 

The first grant of $1000 was given to Dr. Ingalls of Harvard Medical 
School who was instrumental in discovering that the cause of baby 
blindness was that too much oxygen was being used in the incubators of 
premature babies. Today, 75,000 adults can see because of the foresight 
and concem of these Lions. 

The fund went on to establish two major research centers in Boston. 
The first was Howe Laboratory at Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary. 

Then in 1969, major support was given to Boston University School of 
Medicine and the lab was dedicated as "Massachusetts Lions Eye 
Research Laboratory." Because of the Lion support over the years Boston 
has become one of the leading eye research centers in the world. 

The Boston laboratories have made many discoveries in diseases and 

ioneered instrumentation used for both surgery & diagnostic purposes.

loss of fine vision needed for such activities as reading. A couple of persons were identified as 
suffering from the first stages of diabetic retinopathy. The condition is a slight deterioration of the 
small blood vessels in the retina. As the disease progresses, additional blood vessel growth and 
swelling develops. Eventual rupture can occur. The progression causes severe visual loss, and even 
permanent blindness could result. New techniques, such as laser treatment, can prevent or delay the 
severe visual loss. A few instances of potential glaucoma wee identified. The patients were advised 
to monitor pressure regularly, 

Many people worked hard to make the event a success, Edith Cunningham and the seniors at the 
Wilmington Seniors’ Center handled much of the pre-registration. Drs. Phillip and David 
Gendelman, and Dr. Deborah Zuckerman were the opthalmologists who conducted the medical 
evaluation, Members and spouses of the Wilmington Lions Club, assisted by two members of the 
Lions Softball Team, aided in testing and ensured that all ran smoothly during the clinic.
